RATEPAYERS ASK FOR 
HIS RETENTION,

A meeting of Howth ratepayers on Satur- 
day night at Claremont Hotel, Howth, decided 
to petition the Government to continue the 
Commissionership in the administration of 
their municipal affairs, and to exclude them 
from the election of urban councils fixed for 
June next, 

Mr. Robert J. Burke, who was Chairman, 
said that the rates in Howth were higher than 
m the City of Dublin. and. probably 
might be higher in the future. Those who 
had lived in Howth for a sufficiently long 
time realised that wonderful improvements 
had been made im the district during the 
regime of Mr. Meghen. the Commissioner, 
who was a man of high professional standing 
as well as an official of great administrative 
capacity, 

He gathered that the main intention of the 
meeting was to ask the Ministry for Local 
Government to retain Mr. Meghen as Com- 
missioner until such time as Howth would be 
taken over by the City of Dublin. They 
wanted Howth to be developed as a first-class 
residential place. 

Mr. T. J. Geary, a former Chairman of the 
Urban Council, proposed that the Minister be 
asked to receive a deputation who would 
ask that Mr. Meghen be kept in office until 
Howth was hen, ar into Greater Dublin. 

Mr. Liam O'Donnell seconded. 


AN AMENDMENT. 

Mr. Pearson, who said that they did not 
want to be swallowed up by Dublin Corpora- 
tion, proposed as an amendment that the 
reference to Dublin be eliminated from the 
resolution. He said that he was a supporter 
of the Fianna Fail Party, and thought that 
they ought to carry out their promises in re- 
gard to the elections: 

Mrs. Reid seconded, and said that she had 
got a petition signed by hundreds of people, 
and there was nothing in it about Greater 
Dublin. 

The Chairman, in putting the amendment 
to the meeting, said that the tendency in 
Dublia now was for the rates to drop. If 
Dublin took Howth in it would not affect 
their rates more than to the extent of 3d. 
or 4d in the £, and they could afford to run 
the district properly and develop it as a 
recreation ground or National Park. As an 
official of the Dublin Corporation, he knew 
that the members had little to do with the 
management, of the city. It was the City 
Manager and the staff that really managea 
Dublin’s affairs. and the members of the Cor- 
poration could do little more than suggest 
what should be done from time to time. The 
administration of the city was in the hands 
of experts, and everything that the Com- 
missioner would be able to do for Howth 
would be done in a greater degree by a more 
powerful bodv. : 

The amendment was put to the vote and 
carried hy 15 votes for and 12 against.

films, but especially for the low 
standard in acting. Time and again the film 
producers, having trained a promising actor 
to the point where he would become a real 
asset to the British screen, found him 
snatched away by Hollywood; for America 
could offer salaries that made the best efforts 
of Elstree or Twickenham seem ridiculous. 
The film could make no real progress m 
Great Britain so long as this state of affairs 
was the rule. 

Varous efforts have been made to counter- 
act it. the latest being the formation of a 
repertory company in England. Details are 
not available at the moment, but apparently 
the idea is to bind the players by contract, 
so that they will be unable to leave Great 
Britain for some years to come. This project, 
of course, only removes the problem one stage 
further back; for players will not join tho 
company unless they are assured of better 
salaries than they might expect to get by 
crossing the Atlantic. However, its founder, 
Mr. Basil Dean, seems to think that it will 
be successful. 


BRITISH FILM REVIVAL. 


As a matter of fact, such precautions 
appear to be less necessary now than they 
were a few years ago. The recent collapse in 
the United States has made Hollywood a 
far less attractive place than it used to be, 
and the huge salaries of the ‘‘stars’’ have 
been drastically cut. Simultaneously with
